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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is responsive to the Request for Continued Examination and 
Amendment filed March 29, 2004. The Examiner acknowledges the amendments to claims 1 1 
and 27. Claims 11-13 and 18-38 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 11-13 and 18-38 are allowed over the prior art of record 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

No prior art of record teach or fairly suggest a vascular catheter including a single lumen, 
tubular catheter body having proximal, intermediate and distal portions, where each portion has a 
flexural modulus, and the flexural modulus of the respective portions decreases from the 
proximal portion to the distal portion of the catheter body, in combination with a drive cable 
including a cable body disposed within the catheter lumen, a lead wire disposed within a lumen 
of the cable body, and a strain relief device coupled to the drive cable for providing strain relief 
to the lead wire.
